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Our camp was pitched under a wide spreading ban¬ 
yan tree, the parent stem and suckers of which afford¬ 
ed shelter to six large doublc-poIcd tents, 14x10 feet, 
besides several smaller and more rude structures that 
bad been erected by the various camp followers. Of 
the six large tents, one was used for each of the pur¬ 
poses of sleeping, dining and bathing, two for our 
horses, and one for our body servants. On the whole, 
rame fifty natives were in waiting upon us three white 
men, to minister to our wants and comforts; bad we 
been in upper India, these figures would have been im¬ 
proved uixrn, as the Hindoo of that district thinks that 
cerlktt't^tles are derogatory to his nobility, so inferior 
specimens of humanity are hired to fulfill them. 

At about 3 r. u., after the mid-day siesta. We betook 
ourselves to the banks of the stream, some quarter of a 
mile away from home, to a deep pool that lay glaring 
in unraffled stillness ’neath the fierce rays of the sun. 
]| was a muddy looking hole that gave no reflex of the 
brigjtt beams that fain would illumine its depths. “It 
Isn’t much of k Ashing hole—that, 1 should think,” growl¬ 
ed old B - Tet H had a reputation second to tu>nc 
on the river as a sure deliverer of its occupants. 

Bemembetlng my former success with the ficus, I 
sent my boy to look for some; he could find none how¬ 
ever near the hole; this should have warned me of their 
inutility in this case, but I sent him farther afield to

work with the chenna and I with dough, but none of us

He had noticed thobrnfew small fish were rising at the 
sand wd dragon flips that skimmed over the surface 
of the pool, and was rewarded for his observation by 
hooking a nice little fellow of about a pound; my broth¬ 
er also landed a little fellow with the chenna. When 
the figs arrived I tried them for a long while, but in 
vain. 1 had no Inclination to follow the example of 
the others who were whipping the sluggish stream to 
rery little purpose, as they bad but five sprats between 
them, and my brother, who was somewhat fleshy, was 
in a considerable state of damp heat. I reeled up and 
took my gun in hand as the stout party exchanged his 
files for a lump of dough, pud his steamy fiagelations 
for a camp stool and a fragrant segar. I had been 
about half an hour, and hod succeeded in Imock- 
tng over a brace of spur fowl—a fine game bird some¬ 
thing betwixt ths partridge and jungle foryl, which lat¬ 
ter is said to bo the original from which all our varie¬ 
ties of poultiy have been raised. On my return, I 

found H-was reeling up for a return to camp, but

I” was ut¬ 
tered from above as accompaniment to a tremendous 
splashing. “Is he gone!” “A turtle, by jingo," shouted 
H. and I simultaneously, and a turtle it was. Nothing 
but the saving of a fine hook and length of treble gut, 
would have induced the chagrined captor to land 
his booty, whi^h was accomplished after some ten min¬ 
utes flopping gnd floundering, and found afterwards to 
weigh over 80 founds. He was utterly worthless how¬ 
ever, as an article of food, except to our.low caste re¬ 
tainers, as tiie mud turtles of the Indian rivers are foul 
feeding reptiles—as ornaments, their qualities are neg¬ 
ative. Our fishing excursion was on utter failure. We 
caught a few under sized fish only, but of turtles, we 
landed five more, one of which out-weighed the first 
capture by some pounds. Bengalee. 


Onr London Letter. 

London, July Otb. 

To The Field: —Last week I left you in the dark 
concerning the finish of the inter-’Yareity match, which 
terminated in fovor of Oxford by 6 runs only. The fin¬ 
ish reminded us all of the great 1870 match, when Ox¬ 
ford had three wickets to get three runs, and failed by 
two of the desired result. 

In all close finishes at cricket, the bat is discounted 
by the ball; the nerves of the two men in are not equal 
to the intense strain of keeping calm and collected to 
do their best, wMllst 10,000 hbarU are throbbing (Quick¬ 
er than usual, and twice ten thousand eyes are gazing 
with yearning eagerness to follow every motion of the de¬ 
fending bat, their Inner consciousness becomes weak¬ 
ened and they almost invariably fail to do that which 
at other times they would with a walking stick. I need 
say nothing about the obeen, the crowd, the spccta- 
tsrs, or the players. Every man among you knows just 
what happened. Those thqt wore dark blue were tipsy 


with undiluted Joy, and the sjiorters of the azure were 
loud in their wail. But there was no great cause to 
weep, for it was a fine game finely played, except per¬ 
haps in the fielding department, which was in some 
cases lax. Webbe’s score in the first inning was the on¬ 
ly one tliat exceeded fifty. Large individual scores 
have been rare this season. Renney-Tailour, of the R. 
E., being conspicuous with 28.5 not out against the R.

Without his al¬ 
most cometic appearance the athletic sky would have 
been dull. But it is getting rather warm for athletics; 
skilled muscle is dispersing itself variously, and be¬ 
taking itself to other exercises, chiefly aquatic, of 
which nothing prominent has been done this week, on 
the rivers at least. On the sea, the yachts have been 
reveling in various minor matches, chiefly at Harwich 
and on the Mersey. At the former, the Fiona con¬ 
tinued her winning streak by carrying off both the prin- 
cipai cups, beating a fair lot of boats’on their merits, 
winning also the cup given by the Now Thames Y. 0., 
for the channel match from Southend to Harwich. On 
the Mersey, the two crack cutters Cythera and Neva, 
bad two bouts, in the 1st the Cythera beat Neva by 62 
seconds (over a fifty mile course) and a lot of others; 
next day, with a fine wholesale breeze, she bad all her 
opponents well beaten, but getting into a calm, the 
others closed up, and in the subsequent drifting 
match, she was beaded by the Neptune, yawl, and 
thus unfortunately defeated.

Roosting on the ground, they are 
frequently deeply snowed under, when, a crust form¬ 
ing, they are imprisoned and perish miserably of star¬ 
vation. Tears ago they were ny no mesne uncommon 
in Vermont, but there are now none in the State, un¬ 
less at the extreme southern part. Their disappear¬ 
ance is chiefly due to the severity of our winters, 
though, no doubt, lack of proper protection has had 
something to do with it. 

Quail teed upon grain, seeds, insects, and berries of 
various kinds. Buckwheat and Indian corn are espec¬ 
ial favorites. Like all the rest of the gallinaceous 
birds, the qnaii flies with a loud, whirring sound, occa¬ 
sioned by the shortness, concavity and rapid motion of 
its wings and the comparative weight of its body. Us 
flesh is peculiarly white, tender and delicate, and un- 
equuled by that of any other of its genus in the United 
Blates.— R. E. R., in Moore’i Rural New Yorker.

Something Interesting About Fishing Tackle. 

HODS, LINES, ETC. 

Though not an advocate of fancy tackle, yell should 
advise every one to procure the beat material; it gives 
better satisfaction, and in the end really costs less than 
cheaper tackle Of an inferior sort. 

THE ROD. 

A cheap jointed rod in three or four pieces, made of 
ash, can ne procured at any store where Ashing tackle 
is sold, and will answer for catching small fry, as white 
perch, roach, etc. Though the tips are generally 
worthless, being non-elastic, yet they will answer for 
all the fishing one is likely to get in the vicinity of the 
city; indeed, a willow switch or a young cedar or birch 
will do that. A good split bamboo rod costs consider¬ 
able money but is indispensable if the reader aspires to 
catch the noble trout, the plucky boss, or the vora¬ 
cious pickerel; it being light, elastic and strong, the 
three essential points of a good rod. Rods made to 
slide like u telescope, and called cune rods, are by some 
much admired. A natural bamboo makes an excellent 
r^ but being so unhandy to carry is not much used 
by the traveling angler. Young anglers having high 
aspirations are apt to get their rods loo long, twelve 
feet being as much rod os a lad of fifteen can graceful¬ 
ly manage. It is, perhaps, better to have two tips to 
your rod, one long and slender for fly and boat fishing, 
the other short and thick for bottom fishing. 

THE KEEL. 

The above is a usefui addition to a lod, and when 
large fish are to be captured, an indispcnsublc one also. 
A smaller line and a more slender pole can be used 
with than without the reel, thus making u neuter and 
handier outfit. The reel is made of nickel, German sil¬ 
ver, and brass, and can be bad cither simple or multi- 
plring, the latter is the better, being opetukted with 
greater rapidity. The American is considered better 
than the English make, the cogs of the hitler wearing 
away sooner. A reel holding seventy-five yards of silk 
is large enough for all common purimses. 

HOOKS. 

My advice to every one who intends purchasing hooks 
is, to get the Limerick pattern—the genuine straight- 
barbed Limerick—and do not let any of the many mis¬ 
erable imitations be palmed off on you ns genuine. 
The Limerick hook is, for catching every kind of fish 
except sheepshead, greatly superior to all other pat¬ 
terns. The reason that I am so bitter against other 
makes is because I have suffered on account of their 
wont of reliability. Many are the bigjrtsh I have lost 
by the other makes of hooks snapping, and 1 cannot re¬ 
member of ever losing a fish from the same cause when 
I used Limerick hooks. There are many imitations of 
this make, and, to be sure to get the genuine, it is bet¬ 
ter to get the “needle-shanked.” The Kirby is an ex¬ 
cellent hook for some fishing. 

The “Virginia" hook is short, and made of thick wire. 
A large sije makes a good sheepshead hook. Hooks 
for catchipg small fish, such as the perch, etc., are 
often foumf ready snooded on leaders of silkworm gut, 
and the gut being nearly Invisible in water, answers 
this purpose admirably. To loin or snood the hook to 
the fine is, to do it neatly, a thing requiringa little skill. 
First, run the shank of the hook through a lump of shoe¬ 
maker’s or beeswax, then tic a neat knot at the end of 
the line to which the hook is to be joined, to prevent it 
from raveling, and after both the line and a thread of 
silk have been thoroughly waxed, wind the silk around 
the line and the hook, somewhat in Ihe shape of OO; 
the book occupying one loop, and the line the other. 
Draw the silk very tight. Continue the winding until 
the shank of the hook is about two-thirds covered, then 
tie a knot, and cut of the surplus silk. Linen thread 
will answer instead of silk, but the former is prefer¬ 
able. 

THE LINE. 

Lines arc mode of silk, horsehair, linen, cotton, and 
sea' grass. Bilk lines arc considered the best. Bca 
grass makes good short lines. Linen lines arc also ex¬ 
cellent. A plaited line is preferable to u twisted one, 
not being so likely to kink. Lines of light horsehair 
are by some liked netter than all other kmds. Tinted 
'lines are now much used—a sorrel or a dirt-color are 
^e beat tints. Lines made of Coats’ botton, and, 
though I never used one, 1 should suj^se their glaring 
whltenese would make them objectionable, but use 
would soon remedy that. Newly purchased lines are 
sometimes colored by drawing them through a handful 
of clover leaves. Lines boiled In tinsedd oil are made 
stronger and not so liable to kink. Lines of hemp or 
cotton, of a good thickness are the best for trolling. 

SINKERS OR DRBP-SEAB. 

Are of different sizes. Conical ones are not so good 


as cubical ones, the former twisting the line when 
drawu through the water. Sinkers can be purchased 
BO che^ly that it is fool’s economy to make them your¬ 
self. I^ot and pistol bullets split open and then clos¬ 
ed on the line are used to poise the float. Swivel sink¬ 
ers are much used, and in trolling aid in spinniug the 
bait. 

FLOATS OR CORKS. 

Floats arc either made of cork or wood, the former 
being the bettor. The slender shaped ones are bolter 
for small fish, while the abort thick ones are preferred 
for large fish. The float should bo poised, perpendicu¬ 
larly by a shot or bullet, so that the slightest nibble can 
be easfiy perceived. 

LEADERS. 

For leaders (the line to which the hooks ore joined) 
silkworm gut, though apt to be frail, is excellent, on ac¬ 
count of it being nearly imperceptible in water. Sea 

f 'rasB is also used for the same purpose. When the 
eaders are of the same materials of which the line is 
composed, they should be a little smaller in circumfer- 
ance than the main line. 

The landing net is a useful article, as are also the 
gaff-book and clearing-ring, but, being too heavy and 
clumsy to carry obout on a day’s fishing, it is unneces¬ 
sary to describe them. K. 8. H. 

. Catching a Shark. 

The following narrative of the killing of a shark by 
electricity, is commended to those who are interested 
in sea voyages, and the application of science; 

A man in the mizzen top noticed an enormous shark 
gliding steadily in the ship’s wake. This may seem a 
small incident, yet it ran through the ship like wildfire, 
and caused more or leas uneasinMS in t^ee hundred 
stout hearts; so near is every seaman to death, and so 
strong the persuasion in their superstitious minds that 
a shark does not follow a ship pertinaciously without a 
prophetic instinct of calamity. 

Unfortunately, the quartermaster conveyed this idea 
to Lord Tadcaster, and confirmed it by numcraus exam¬ 
ples, to prove that there was always death at band 
when a shark followed a ship. 

Thereupon Tadcaster took it into his head that he 
was under a relapse, and that the shark was waiting for 
bis dead body. He got auite low spirited. 

Btaines told Fitzroy. Fitzroy said, “Shark be hang¬ 
ed! i’ll have him on deck in half an hour." He got 
leave from the captain. A hook was baited with a 
large piece of pork, towed astern by a stout line, ex¬ 
perienced old hands attending it by turns.* 

The shark came up leisurely, su^eyed the bait, aud, 
I apprehend, ascertained the position of the hook. At 
all events, he turned quietly on bis back, sucked the 
meat off, and retired to enjoy it. 

Every ofllcer in the ship tried him in turn, but with¬ 
out success; for if they ready for him, and the mo¬ 
ment he took the bait, jerked the rope, in that case be 
opened his enormous mouth so wide that the bait aiiil 
hook came out clear. But sooner or later he always 
got the bait and left his captors the hook. 

This went on for days, and bis huge dorsal fin always 
In tboB^’s wake. 

Then 'Tadcaster, who hod watched lliosccxperimcnls 
with hope, lost his spirits and appetite. 

Staines reasoned with him, but in vain. Somebmly 
was to die, and although there were three hundred and 
more in the ship, he must be the one. At last be ai;- 
tually made his will, and threw hOnscIf into Staines 
arms, and gave him messages to his mother and lady 
Cicely, ana ended by frightening himself into a fit.

He pondered the matter over with all his uiight, and 
at last an idea came to him. 

He asked the captain’s permission to try his hand. 
This was accorded immetliately and the ship’s stores 
placed at his disposal very politely, and with a sly com¬ 
ical grin. 

Dr. Staines got from the carpenter some sheets of zinc 
and spare copper and some flannel. These he cut in¬ 
to three-inch rauares, and soaked the flannel in acidu¬ 
lated water. He then procured a quantity of bell-wire, 
the greater portion of which he insulated by wrapping 
it around with hot wttapercha. So eager was he that 
he did not turn in all night. 

In'the morning he prepared what he called an clec' 
trie fuse. He filled a soda-bottle with gunpowder, at¬ 
taching some cork to make it buoyant, put in the fuse 
and bung, made it water tight, connected and insulat¬ 
ed hia'main wires, enveloped the bottle in jiork, tied a 
line to It, and let tho bottle overboard. 

The captain and others shook their heads myste¬ 
riously. The tars peeped and grinned from every rope 
to see a doctor try ana catch a shark with a soda-bottle 
and no hook; but somehow the doctor seemed to know 
what ho was about, so they hovered around and await¬ 
ed the result, mystified but curious, and showing their 
teeth from ear to ear. 

“The only thing I fear," said Staines, “is that the 
moment he takes we bait be will cut tho wire before 1 
can complete the circuit and fire the fuse.” 

Nevertheless, there was another objection to the suc¬ 
cess of the experiment. The shark had disappeared. 

“Well,” said the captain, “at all events you have 
frighten^ him awi^.” 

’^No,” said little 'Tadcaster, white as a ghost; “he is 
only under water, I know; waiting—waiting." 

‘"There he isl” cried one in tho ratlins. 

There was a rush to the taffrail—great excitement. 

“ Keep clear of me," said Staines, qhicily but firmly. 
“ It can only be done at the moment before he cuts the 
wire." 

The old shark swam slowly around the bait. 

He saw it was something new. 

He swam round aud round it. 

“ He won't take it,” said one. 

He suspects something." 

“ Oh, yea, he will take the meat somehow, aud leave 
the pepper. The old fox." 


“ He has eaten many a poor Jack, that one." 

Tho shark turned slowly on bis back, and, instead of 
grabbing at the bait, seemed to draw it by gentle suc¬ 
tion into that capacious throat, ready to blow it out in 
a moment if it was not all right. 

The moment the bait was drawn out of sight, Staines 
completed the circuit; the bottle exploded with a fury 
that surprised him and everybody who saw it; a tun of 
water flew into the air, and came down in spray, and a 
gory carcass floated, belly uppermost, visibly staining 
the blue water. 

There was a roar of amazement and applause. 

The carcass was towed alongside, at Tadmastcr's 
urgent request, and then the power of the explosion 
was seen. Confined first hy the bottle, then by the 
meat, then by the fish, and lastly by the water, it hud 
exploded with tenfold power, had blown the brute's 
head into a million atoms, and had even torn a great 
furrow into the carcass. 

Teddy gloated over his enemy, and began to pick up 
again from that hour. 

A New Fish for Germany. 

Prof. Spencer R. Baird, the United States Commis¬ 
sioner of Fisheries, shipped 500,000 shad eggs to Ger¬ 
many by ihe steamer Mosel, of the North German Line, 
which left New York on Saturday, the 17th inst. The 
eggs are packed in four small noxes, each containing 
thirteen layers or trays. Each tray is lined with cotton 
flannel, and upon this the eggs are placed. The four 
boxes are stowed in two larger boxes, which are sur¬ 
rounded with a layer of ice and shavings six inches in 
thickness. In this way the eggs will be protected 
i^ainst the heat until the period of hatching arrives, 
'niis will occur when the steamer is six or seven days 
out Previous to the hatching the loe will be taken 
from the boxes and placed in large tin cans of water, 
arranged with a funnel apparatus at the top for the ad¬ 
mission of air. When the operation is completed the 
young spawn will be. transferred to a second series of 
tin ve.s.sels, about the size and shape of ordinary milk 
cans, in which Ihey will remain until their arrival on 
the other side. 'These fish, which arc sent by the 
American Government in recognition of a .similar cour¬ 
tesy on the part of the German authorities, are intend¬ 
ed to be the means of introducing new varieties into 
tho waters of that country. On reaching their deslina- 
liuu they will lie deposited in the River Weser, at a 
considerable distance from its mouth. Messrs. Mon¬ 
roe, Green, and Harrison Weldon, who go on board the 
Mosel iu charge of the fish, are very hopeful of success 
of the experiment, and feel confident that a very large 
proportion of the young spawn, will reach Germany 
alive. Past attempts of this kind have failed they say 
from the impossibility of the fish surviving the length 
of time required for an ocean passage. By the adop¬ 
tion of the present method of transportation io the egg, 
and hatching them when two-thirds of the way across 
the difticulties of the old system are obviated. The 
eggs in the present instance are taken from the nurse¬ 
ries of the Commissioners on the Connecticut River. 

Stuiioeon as Suad Protectors. —The Rochester 
Expreu informs us that the fishermen along the iiud- 
sou have refused to remove their nets for twenty-four 
hours once a week, in order to allow ilie shad a chance 
to move up the river, where they are in the habit of 
spawning. Seth Green has hatched 40,000 young slur- 
goon, which he has placed in the river, and which num- 
her he intends to increase to 8,000,000. In three years’ 
time they will have attained a large size, and will then 
go through shad nets like a arrow through the air, and 
thus enable the other fish to move at will up aud down 
the stream. Sturgeon were veiy plenty in the streams 
twenty years ago, selling for fifty cents to one dollar 
each, while the present price in the New York and Al¬ 
bany inarkels is l|8, ami the demand is greater than 
the supply. Shad are selling for a third of the price 
that they sold for before artificial propagation was in¬ 
troduced, and Mr. Green expects iu three or four years 
hence the price of sturgeon will be reduced in a similar 
ratio. The sturgeon is valuable us food for the [loor, 
on account of its cheapness, while the spawn is used ns 
caviare, an epicurean delicacy, large quantities of 
which are annually exported to £uro|ic. 

Fish Notes. 

—The Chesapeake is celebrated for ilslarge rock fish. 
One was taken lately near Cambridge, Maryland, in a 
net, weighing n hundred and twenty pounds. 

—There is an unusually fine run of fish in the Con¬ 
necticut, this season, black bass, with which the river 
has been stocked, of four and five pounds weight, be¬ 
ing quite plentiful; several muskalonge having been 
lately taken, one weighing fifteen pounds. 

—At the salinoii-brceding establishment at Sebec 
Lake, Me., which is under the charge of Mr. H. L. 
Leonard, of Bangor, there have been hatched this sea¬ 
son 100,000 sea salmon, which have been distributed as 
follows: Wilson stream, 15,000; Ship Pond stream, 33,- 
OOO; Salmon stream, 46,000; Bear brook, .’iOOO; Salmon 
brook, 5000; Tavern springs, 3000. 

—A Constantinople correspondent says; “In a Greek 
church we were shown some miraculous fish, as they 
were called. In a marble basin we saw some small 
specimens of the finny tribe, said to be of the extreme 
ago of 1,400 years—entirely loo old for cooking purpos¬ 
es, even though we were not disposed to bo too particu¬ 
lar as to a century or two. The story about them la to 
the effect that when the Turks were benloging Constan¬ 
tinople some llomans were cooking fish, wnon some one 
told them that the city was in danger of being captur¬ 
ed. The Romans replied that w,hen the fish jumped 
out of the pan into the water then Constantinople 
would full. Whereupon the half-fried fish jumped In¬ 
to the water, the Turks jumped into the city, and I 
jumped to the conclusion that the story of the old 
brown and white fish was the largest humbug entertaln- 
eil by the Holy Orlhotlox Greek Church.

Taklos Into 
ooneldeimtion the fhot, that It waa the flret lace* that many ot 
the yaohta were not in perfect trlmu the aalUnK masters some¬ 
what unacqualniect with their yai^hts In thvir racing rig, all 
unaeqaainted with the racing eourse. and that the JiiUgcs, ai- 
though experienced yachting men, were hardly cautious or 
ihoughtfurenoiigb to provide fhr unexpected conUngencies, 
the race was on the whole all that could have been ex|ieoted. 
The primary object of the yacht race was. not to test the 
speedof the several yachts oompeting for the prise, neither 
vras it for the sake of the prise offered but tocreate an Interest 
in yachting matters for the purpose of organizing a yacht club 
of which tne members and our oUizens would be proud.

Iowa and Ohio. 

Some of OUT sister States ate preparing for lively 
times in a political point of view. Having placed their 
respective candidates in the field, they are how engag¬ 
ed in devising means best calculated to secure a major¬ 
ity of the votes of the people. 

In Iowa the Republicans have placed the Hon. Sam¬ 
uel Kirkwood at the bead of their ticket, and proba¬ 
bly a stronger man could not be found in that State to 
lead them on to victory. Mr. Kirkwood was Governor 
of Iowa during the war, and achieved a popularity as 
one of the best “war Governors” in the Union, during 
that eventful time. He was for the Union first, last 
and all the lime, and did everything within his power 
for the comfort and encouragement of the bravo sol¬ 
diers who were engaged in putting down the Rebellion. 
He was a friend in deed as well as in name, and is held 
in dear remembrance by every soldier in that State who 
fought under the stars and stripes. 

His popularity extends from one end of the State to 
the other, as is fully attested whenever, his name is 
mentioned at a convention composed of representa¬ 
tives from the different parts of the Stale. lie is also 
a sound man, well up in the political issues of the 
day, and ever ready U) lend Jhis voice in furthering the 
cause of the party with whicli he aftlliatcs, believing, 
of course, that the general, welfare of the country can 
best be subserved by a dose adherence to the princi¬ 
ples of true Republicanism. As a political speaker, 
Mr. Kirkwood depends more on his good sound sense 
and sledge-hammer logic in carrying his hearers with 
him than any eloquence or clap-trap sayings that are 
so frequently relied on by the more fashionable orators 
of the day. Eloquence, in connection with facts, makes 
a very fine impression, but os all men are not particu¬ 
larly gifted in that line, it is well that they have sense 
enough not to attempt to go out of their bounds. Gov. 
Kirkwood knows that his power with the people does 
not lie in that direction, and therefore is contented to 
appeal directly to the understandings of his auditors, 
and in this respect he is very successful. He imparts 
to them that information which they are eagerly wait¬ 
ing to hear, and which pleases them better than any 
eloquent strains that he might deliver himself of. They 
have every confidence in his integrity and truthfulness, 
and his word is generally regarded as law. 

When a man has ingratiated himself with the good 
graces of the people to the extent that Gov. Kirkwood 
has, it is risking very little when we say that he will 
be elected to fill the Executive chair of the State of Io¬ 
wa at the election next October by an overwhelming 
majority against his opponent on the Democratic side 
Looking upon his election then as a foregone conclu* 
siun, he is sure to be the next United States Senator 
from that State in place of Mr. Wright, who has de 
dined a re-election. 

The opposing candidates for the Gubernatorial chair 
of Ohio are General Hayes and old Bill Allen, the pre¬ 
sent incumbent. The Republicans are not so sure of 
success in this State as they are in Iowa, yet they have 
determined to make a desperate fight to best the “rag- 
money” ticket. In this State the principal issue is the 
currency question. Allen, the Democratic candidate, 
is in favor of flooding the States with paper money 
until the whole conntry shaU be,surfeited with it, while 
Hayes, the Republican candidate, is opposed to any 
further inflation of the currency and in favor of a re¬ 
sumption of specie payments as soon and as rapidly as 
the commercial InteresU of the country will permit. 
Allen belongs to the antediluvian age, and therefore 


should not be expected to be Imbued with the spirit which 
animates the minds of the people of the nineteenth 
century. Ho looks at things through a glass darkly.

That “one-half of the world does not know how the 
other half lives,” there can be no doubt. The force of 
this statement can be better appreciated by those resid¬ 
ing in large cities, where are congregated all classes of 
persons of every nationality, and of all sorts of procliv¬ 
ities. And these persons are engaged in every variety 
of occupations known to the human family, both hon¬ 
est and dishonest, respectable and disrespectable. 
All of whom are animated with an itching desire to be¬ 
come wealthy in an increditable short space of time. 
Some persons cam what they get, while others steal it, 
and we ore free to admit that the latter class is far too 
large for the good of the better portion of the human 
family, living in a city like Chicago. Some are happy 
if they can get steady employment at a fair remimera- 
tioD, while others are never contented unless they are 
engaged in some swindling operation. Their constant 
study is to get a dollar without squarely earning it; for 
them honest labor is too monotonous and tiresome. 
These are generally men of good address and weU 
versed in the art of deception, with an inventive mind, 
which, if applied to some legitimate business, would 
bring them in a handsome income, and insure them a 
respectable standing in society. This latter class is 
quite numerous. Some of them do nothing b(it gamble 
and play the confidence game on unsuspecting persons 
from the rural districts; others take another tact and 
open an auction store for the sale of pincbback watches 
and bogus jewelry. They arc “going, going," from 
morning till night. Their sales are few, but their 
profits are heavy. It is only when they con succeed 
in entrapping some man not versed in their way of do¬ 
ing business that they are fortunate enough to make a 
sale. From the number of “hangers on" or “cappers,” 
as they arc called, that are always seen in the store near 
by, ready to drop in at any moment when their services 
may be required to urge on the sale, the uninitiated 
would be led to believe that they were doing a driving 
business, and Selling watches at an enormous sacrifice. 
These watches always happen to be part of a stock of 
a bankrupt concern, which has been sent to them to 
sell at any sacrifice, as the owner must realite on them 
before a certain day, in order to save himself from 
total ruin, consequently, you see, these men are able 
to sell you a fine gold watch for what you 
arc (^sposed to give—for one-^thisd .what you* could' 
buy it elsewhere. They always manage to have one 
fine '^Id watch which they use to get bids ; but this 
the buyer never gets, although he may labor under the 
delusion that he docs. Another is substituted for it, 
and so adroitly done as to deceive the purchaser. We 
think they are the most unprincipled set of scoundrels 
with which any city is infested. They have not the 
first spark of manhood about them. The man who 
stops you on the highway and demands “your money 
or your life," is a saint compared to them ; he has cour¬ 
age, and takes the chances of losing his own life in at¬ 
tempting to force you to yield to his demand. He at¬ 
tacks you openly and boldly, while the mock auction 
men steal on you by stealth. They have not the courage 
to make a bold demand, while he has. 

There is one of these iniquitous places on the other 
side of the street from which we write, open from early 
mom till dewy eve. It is amusing to watch the man- 
ouvering of those rascals while endeavoring to entrap 
some unsuspecting person Into the purchase of a watch 
or any other article. Every device of a diahoneat char¬ 
acter is resorted to to insure success. Why the authori¬ 
ties that be tolerate such swindling concerns we are at 
a loss to know, unless it be that the law is so loosely 
constructed that there is no means of reaching them. 
If this be the reason, our next legislature should pass 
an act excluaively for the benefit of these scoundrels, 
one that will shut them up altogether, or force them to 
take up their residence at Joliet. We call upon our 
city authorities to look after these dens of thieves and 
save the innocent from the country from being robbed 
when they come to Chicago.

The following was one of the standards for judging 
canaries when canary shows first became popular in 
England: “He should be of one color only, a creamy 
yellow; the wings, tail, head of a deeper tint. He must 
have a crest or cap, and if the wings and tail be streak¬ 
ed with black, in regular wavy lines, the bird will be so 
much the more valuable. The tail must contain twelve 
feathers, neither more nor less; the wings eighteen. 
The bird must be shown after the first moult.”

Veterinary Scheole- 

It will be seen from our advertising column, that the 
Montreal Veterinary College has issued its announce¬ 
ments for the coming season. We are decidedly favor¬ 
ably disposed towards the best article, or the best 
teaching, no matter where it is to ho found; and it is 
with regret that we are'obliged to confess our convic¬ 
tion that the people in Canada are ahead of us in ques- 
tlona of veterinary lore, and, whilst if there were 
schools in our midst which we could conscientiously re¬ 
commend, we should prefer them, at present we are 
I obliged to reccommend those who wish to prosecute 
the science of Medicine snd Surgftry as applied to the 
lower animals to the school at Montreal. We have 
often expressed our astonishment that a veterinary col¬ 
lege has not been established hero in our own city, and 
we are confident that if such an institution were open¬ 
ed by good men, that it would be a thorough success. 
Should one be established, we have no doubt that 
others would, from party interest, set up in opposition. 
What is necessary, is a good staff of professors, a rigid 
course of study, and a stern detenninatioa to award a 
diploma only to those who can creditably pass a good 
ejAmlnation. It would require some amount of pluck 
to adhere to such resolutions, but it is the only way to 
prevent the city and country from being afflicted with 
horse doctors, as it is at present, with doctors of the hu¬ 
man species. It certainly can with justice be advanc- 
' ed, that Chicago has been of such rapid development, 

' that she has scarcely had time to attend to the more 
i pressing wants of the day. But when we look at the 
immense importance of the Stock Yards, there being 
no institution that can in any way be compared to it in 
the world—the vast area in the West, that are certain- 
[ ly looking to Chicago for such resources, as the coun- 
' try has a just right to expect from its representative 
* city, the increased interest which is now being mani¬ 
fested in the equine and canine races,-it is a shame 
that a good veterinary college does not exist in Chica- 
’ go. It may be that our veterinary men here arc not 
capable of conducting such an institution, but wc 
should be only too glad to find that they are, and if 
they wiU only make the effort to establish something 
, I worthy of commendation, they may rely on the hearty 
_ co-operation of The Field._

Chronielt says: “ The fish commissioners of Califor¬ 
nia hare just achieved a success in pisciculture—one 
for which the people of our State should accord to Mr. 
J. G. Woodbury, superintendent of the hatching and 
distributing department, the approval. Erom eggs ob¬ 
tained from Kew Hampshire nine^-six per centum of 
fish have been hatchM, and 60,000 red speckled trout 
have, at the an of four months, Just been placed in 
the streams of California; 20,000 have been distribnted 
to the small streams of Lake and Mendocino counties; 
20,000 were placed in the streams of the western Sier¬ 
ras, at the head-waters of tbe American, Yuba and 
Feather rivers, and 20,000 in the streams of Contra 
Costa county emptying into the Bay of Ban Francisco, 
the Calaveros, the Alamede and the San Leandro 
creeks. The hatching process waa conducted in the 
hatching house at the University grounds at Berkeley, 
and have since their birth been stored at St. Helena 
mountain, where in four months they had attained a 
growth of two inches. Of the 20,000 speckled beauties 
taken to the Lake and Mendocino county streams, it is 
said that only two fish died."
